He had traveled seme before he vent, to work in the factory, 
found travel restricted, reasons required ... and trios cleared through a 
Party boss. 

"Lee Oswald somewhere implied that his permission to- leave Russia with 
his wife came from Khrushchev because 'he is the only person who ever gives 
permission to leave; ’ But Oswald never said he hud seen Khrushchev him self.
